THE SENATE. 


At a cabinet mooting hold on Thursday 


it was unanimously agreed that the sen- 
ate should not be furnished with the in- 
formation It requested, relative to sus- 
pensions from office. 
The reason why 


the senate made a request tor such in- 
formiitiou was that many republicans wero 
removed from office on ohargas preferred 
against them. The suspended officers were 
not permitted to know what these charges 
•fere. In many cases it was , known that 
tho charges were manufactured simply 
for the purpose oE getting a republican 
out of offico and putting 11 demojrat in. 
Before tho nominations ft such demo- 
crats ure confirmed tho senate very 
naturally aesired to know the oaturo of 
the 
charges 
preferred 
against tho 


suspended officers, but tho president and 
his cabinet have told the senators that it 
is none of their business what the charges 
wero or what methods wero employed in 
making them, and hero a square issue 
between the administration and tbo sen- 
ate is made, ani what it will lead to can 
not be determined at present. 


Aa it matter ot course tho administra- 


tion has a right £o appoint us many dem- 
ocratic officials as it plousta. There is 
noibiug strange or unwarranted in the 
polio, of a democratic administration 
removing republican officials and filling 
their places with democrat". This is al1 


well enough provided tho removals uro 
not madejin n cowardly fashion or bated 
on inconsistency. In delivering his in- 
augural address, President Cle>eland 
made use of 
this sensible language, 


against which net one word ot complaint 
can bo made: 


The people demand reform in the 


administration of the govern mont, and 
the application oJ business principles to 
public affairs. As a m ians to this end, 
civil service reform should bo in good 
faith indorsed. 
Our citizens have tho 


right to protection trum tbfl incompoton- 
oy ot public employes who hold their 
places solely as the rosvard of partisan 
services and from the eoriupting influ- 
ence jf those who promise and the vicious 
methods of thoeo who 
expect such 


rewards; and those wbo worthily seek 
public employment have tho right to 
insist that morit and competency shall be 
recognized instead of party subserviency, 
or the surrender of. honest political be- 
lief. 


Right in tho face 
of this policy 


promulgated from the east front ot the 
capital bnildinp to an audience of fifty 
thousand people, tho president is using 
himself, and is permitting others to use. 
"vicious 
methods" 
to 
reward 


partisan 
democrats. 
Ho 
and 


his cabinet are tramping under foot 
"merit and competency," and ore crown- 
ing "party 
subserviency." 
For the 


officials who have been suspended have 
not been wanting in ruith!ulrc-sn and 
Competency, but they lacked the parhean 
democratic spirit, and were kicked out 
Bud democratic partisans put in their 
places. A'l this has been done and with 
out permitting those suspended to defend 
themselves against tho charges ou which 
they wore removed from 
office.

senate simply wanted to know, as a mat- 
ter ot right, what the shares were. The 
president and the cabinet want to keep 
tho charges in tho dark. 
If they wo 


atraia to let the broad sunlight ot public 
opinion shine upon the secret methods 
employed to dismiss officials from the 
public service, it is pretty strong evi- 
dence-that tho secret methods will not 
stiad the test of public examination. 


The latest discovery in tho line ot 


cranks is Congressman Swineburne, of 
Now York. Ho is a silver man through 
nnd through, and doesn't believe in fool- 
ing with the question. He is opposed to 
twenty-four millions ot the present silver 
dollar being coined, but wants to compe1 
the government to coin forty-eight mil- 
lions a yuar. He knows, ot course, that 
his forty-eigh millions won't circulate' 
when the dollar is worth only 79 cente, 
but the proposes that the government 
shall issue certificates to represent tho 
silver dollars. He also proposes that the 
certificates ahull be an unlimited legal 
tender for all debts, public or private. 


It will bo seen from the position taken 


by Congressman Swiueburne. that tho 
extreme silverites confess that tho 412^ 
dollars will not float among the people ot 
its 
own 
accord.

certificate. It has been unfortunate that 
silver has no iixed pricp, or rather a price 
that can ipermuneotly .-nduro. In pro- 
daetion does nst Keem to Imvo much 
effect on the price, for (lie world's pro- 
duction of gold is Yt-ry iitiurl}' equal to 
that of silver, but gold IWIUK largely the 
standard of value, silver has beeu used 
more like oottoD, whtar, corn and iron 
and if silver can only uiroulate by the 
employment of certificates, these certi- 
ficates may as well [represent bullion as 
tho coined dollar. 


The only way to make silver circulate 


and to keep it from begging for recog- 
nition as 
a 
proper 
currency, 
is 


to make a silver dollar worth 100 cents- 
When this ia done it will find its way 
out of the vaults at Washington and will 
get more generally among the people. I£ 
tho double (standard, is ever maintained 
with success it will bo when tho intrinsic 
value of a silver dollar ia equal to a gold 
dollar. But Mr. Swineburno's policy of 
coining forty-eight millions a ytar, or 
Senator Ingalls' scheme to recklessly run 
the coinage up to five hundred millions 
will make tho silver question more por- 
pleiiug than it is at present. 


The Now i'ork Church temperance so- 


ciety has prepared a licensu bill which 
will be introduced into tho legislature of 
that state. It is a high license measure, 
and makea tho bases of classification the 
kind of liquors to bo sjld under the li- 
oonse, there beiog n general liquor license 
a wine and beer license, o storekeeper's 
license, a storekeeper's beer license and a 
draggut's licenpe.

CHARGING! HERSELF WITH CRIME Tt 


SAVE HER HUSBAND, 


And Scicklue to tho Story—Sonintlon In 


n New York Court—A lioavlly-Volleil 
\Vltnosn TVTio Coolly Retract* yormoi 
Soloinu Asseverations. 


NEW YOHK, Jan. 29.—The trial of Thoinu; 


A. Cowling, for attempting to kill Lawyer 
Z. M. Ward by shooting him In his oOlco on 
Oct. S3 last, was taken up In tho Possaic 
county co-art at Patorson Thursday before 
Judge Dixon. Prosecutor Eugene Stovon- 
son conducted tho case for tha state and 
Senator John IV. Origgs for tho defense. 


Lawyer Ward testified to tho shooting. 


Dowllng flrod two shots from a revolver at 
Ward, tlio second of which took effect. 
Wurd -was so badly wounded that ho camo 
near dying. Dowliog, tho defendant, testi- 
fied that Ward told him that Ul3 wife's con- 
duct in his ofP.ce had buon forward and 
familiar. 
Ho took out Ills pistol to say what 


he ought to do to her seducer, -when Ward 
exclaimed: 
"Don't 
shoot;

plain!" Thut. Dowling said, nmdo him sus- 
picious of Ward, and ho shot him. The 
nert witness was Dowling's wife, She was 
led in by Sunut.or Griggs with her face hid- 
den under eight thiulinossos of veil.

Dowling was fir^t arrested ho said that ho 
had shot Ward because he hod boon crimin- 
ally tutinuita with his wife.

time made Mrs. Dowling very angry. She

stilting that she would have nothing more

The Chancellor Talks Kloqijontly to the 


Lundtac—A Coup d'Etal Suec«atod. 
BERLIN, Jan. 20,—In tho landtag Thurs- 


day, an exciting debate took place upon the 
subject ot tho rocont expulsion of Polos from 
tho ooBtorn provinces o£ Prussia. 
Tho in- 


terpellation which gave rise to tho discussion 
is identical with tho ono introduced, in the 
roicbstag . a few woeks ago. The subject 
coming up in the landtag Thursday, Prince 
Bismarck vigorously and - eloquently de- 
fended tho government's action in expelling 
Poles from Prussia m a speech of two 
hours' 
duration. 
His 
remarks 
were 


alternately vehomont and pathetic, but 
tho speaker never onco appeared to bo 
unconscious of tho fact that it was the 
chancellor of the empire who commended 
the attention oT tho chamber.

Wilson of South Carolina and Town re- 
spectively took ri pull at tho Dakota busi- 
ness Thursday in tho senuto. and it goes 
without saying that they pulled in opposite 
directions. The South Carolina sonato:' had 
bis substitute for tho committees bill road. 
Tho substitute is an enabling act providing 
for tho admission o£ tho territory of DakoUt

republican in form, 


shall have been adopted by tho peoplo ot 
such territory. 


Butler conceded tho right ol! tho peoplo of 


a territory to apply for admission as u stato 
when it had tho necessary conditions, but he 
denied that a territory Lad any inherent 
right to organize a state government

alono 
could 
authorize

to

stato, and the exorcise ol that power by 
any other bdly would bo bola usurpation. 
Ho quoted from the ordinance of 1787 to 
prove that territories were to be admitted 
undor tho supervision of congress. 
Ho 


argued that territories had no right to 
divide themselves up at their own pleasure 
as Dakota had done. Ho differed with Har- 
rison as to the effect 
of many of tho 


precedents cited by that senator in support 
of his position, and did not oven admit that 
precedents were binding on congress, except 
in so far as they appealed to tyo judgment 
and reason of congress, for there could 
hardly bo found a cnsa of the overturning of 
social order that could not find

precedent in its support. 
Ho particularly 


disclaimed any hostility to tho puoplu of 
Dakota. 
There was nothing in tho range of 


his constitutional duty that ho wouM not be 
willing tn do for thoir happiness and pros- 
perity.

PLENTY OF JOURNALISTIC ENTER- 


PRISE.-BUT NO REPORTERS. 


No liot;ullir Hours of jPuuUcuttoil—How 


Current Invent* Are "\Vrltten L'i>—' 


OIHcon Chouply 1'ittod Out— 


Except in Montevideo, Buonos AJTCS, San- 


tingo, VnlpamLso, Rio do Janeiro, ami other 
of tin; hir^ur (ind moro cntorprisiug cities, 
thorn uro no regular hours of publication; 
but pupyre aro issued at any timo from 8 
o'clock in the morning until JO o'clock at 
night, whenever thoy happen to bo ready to 
go to press. It scorns funny to havo yester- 
day's paj^or delivered to you in the afternoon 
of to-duy, but it ofum happens. Aa soo;i as 
enough matter is in tj-po to flil tlw lorira tho 
inlition goes to press. 


In tho cities mentioned and some others 


thoro is a good deal of journalistic enterprise 
nnd ability; nows is gathered by tho editors 
—tlioro is not ft reporter in all Spanish Amer- 
ica—telegraph dispatches ui-o received and 
published, including cablegram* from Europe 
furnished by tbo Huvas news agency; nefl"8' 
['orres]>oiideiice regarding current events 
conies from tho interior towns and cities; 
meetings art* reported, fights and frolics are 
written np in graphic stylo, and OVMI inter- 
viewing has lx>eu introduced to a limited ei- 
tent, tho newspa]>crs of Valiiaraiso and 
Buenos Ayres are tbo most enterprising and 
ably conducted, El Comorcio, of tho former 
city, and La Notion, oC the latter, ranking 
well beside the provincial papers of Europe. 


THE SOUTH AMERICAN ZDITOIl'S WORK. 
The editors of papers in. tho tropics are 


seldom called ujxjn to report fires, as they 
do not occur once a year. The houses* are 
praelictitly fireproof, being built of adobe, 
or sundricd bricks, and roofed with tiles, 
No stoves uro used, uud as there are no 
chimneys, such a thing as a defective flue is 
unknown. All the cooking fa done on an ar- 
rangement liko a blacksmith's for^e, with no 
fuel but charcoal. 


The delight of the South American editor 


is a street fight, and although no account of 
it may not appear for several days after tho 
occurrence, the \vritor gives his •vrholo soul 
to it and it Ls always doue up in the most 
elaborate and flamboyant manner. A dog 
light or any other event of interest would bo 
treated iu tho same manner. Everything is 
••transcendent;" everything is "surpassing." 
The grandiloquent stylo of writing, which 
appears everywhere, Is not conGnod to noir?- 
papers, nor to orations, but you find it in 
tho most unsuspected places. 


In tho larger cities the papers are delivered 


by carrier, and ore sold by newsboys on tho 
streets, but in tho smaller towns they ore 
sent to the "Correo," or postofGce, to be 
called for liko other mail by the subscribers.' 
Tho price of subscription is inordinately 
large, being seldom loos than $13 a year, and 
often double that amount; and single copies 
usually cost 10 cents in native monoy, which 
will average about 7K cents in American 
gold. Tho paper with the largest oircnla- 
lation in South America is La Nocion of 
Buenos Ayros, which is said to circulate 30,- 
000 copies. But 1,300 or 1,000 copiw is con- 
sidered a fair circulation for tho ordinary 
daily. Most of the offices ore very cheaply 
fitted tip. A dress of typo lost* many yoore,

Modern 
equipments might be introduced very easily, 
but tho printers down there inow nothing 
about them; and when a perfecting press 
that folds and cuts is described to thorn they 
are apt to accept the story as a ^orth Amer- 
ican exaggeration. 


UOOD ADVEBTISINO 1'ATBO.XA.GI. 


The jidvortlsing patronage Li very good 


noui'ly everywhere, particularly that of tho 
government organs, but sn^all rates are 
paid, and tho rural system of "trading out" 
is practiced to a considerable extent. Tho 
same patent medicine "ads" that are so fa- 
miliar to tho readers of newspapers in the 
United States ftppoar in South American 
journals, and aro eagerly scanned by hoino- 
sitk travelers, although they look very odd 
in Spanish, and can only be recognized by 
trademarks and other well-known signs. 
Most of tho advertising in South Aciorica is 
done through tho newspapers. Vory few 
posters or dodgers or almanacs are used, and 
tho pa'-eut medicine fiend has not used his 
paint brush so extensively upon fences and 
dead walls as in tho United States. Not 
long ago the manufacturers of a popular 
specific sent then- agent in Peru a box of 
handsomely illuminated advertising cards. 
The custom officers seized them, and the 
druggist to whom they wore consigned was 
obliged to pay a heavy penalty for trying to 
smuggle in works of art. 
j 


Tho South American editor is not allowed 


the same liberty to criticise public men that 
Li enjoyed by his contemporary in the 
United States. Ho sings very low in times 
of political excitement, and uses great cau- 
tion in his comments upon public affairs. 


In some of the republics there is a consor 


of tho press, to whom a copy of each edition 
is submitted before it is published. This 
causes some inconvenience and delay at 
times, for if the censor happens to bo out of 
town, or at a dinner party, or otherwise on- 
gaged, the issue is withheld until his august 
signature nnd rubric aro placed upon each 
page of the copy submitted to him. This 
i:opy is filed away for tho protection of the 
editor in case any article L-reaVi1: a row.— 
Xew York Sun.
